AT THE 
FILM FEST 


One Hundred Mornings, from 
writer/director Conor Hogan, 
is a relationship drama based 
in a post-apocalyptic world — 
Closer meets Mad Max. 


T he post-apocalypse genre 
is my favourite, as I think 
I’d thrive in such an envi¬ 
ronment — mostly 
because I own a lot of 
leather and because I will 
eat anything. 

Two couples are hiding out in a 
cabin after society has broken down. 
We don’t know how it crumbled, we 
just know that it did. The couples 
have no contact with anyone outside 
of their neighbours. There are police, 
but they are little more than thieves 
with badges — which brings me to 


my next point: Survival = Guns. 

The characters quickly realize that 
when the end of the world comes 
a’knockin at your door, you better 
open the door with a shotgun in 
your hand. One woman refuses to let 
her boyfriend get a gun because she 
believes that guns lead to violence. 

However, in an uncivilized world, 
guns also lead to food. 

Without any weapons, the charac¬ 
ters starve. As the movie progresses, 
their plates become emptier (I felt 
guilty munching on popcorn). 

But hunger is not the only 
concern. Cabin living is cramped and 
the couples become stressed by the 
close quarters. Then stuff really hits 
the fan when it’s revealed that two of 
the characters are having an affair. 
(Strange, I don’t remember adulteiy 
being that high on Maslow’s Hierar¬ 


chy of Needs). 

One Hundred Mornings is an 
interesting contribution to the post 
apocalyptic genre but it pales in com- j 
parison to 2009’s The Road. The 
kitchen sink approach is innovative 
for here but it puts all the heavy lift- j 
ing on the actors. 

Unfortunately the dialogue and 
plot don’t require too much out of 
the characters, leaving the movie flat j 
and repetitive in places. 

As an aside, I actually saw The 
Road on a first date. During the 
movie, my date began to weep. 

Embarrassed at his tears, he tried 
to explain by sobbing, “You don’t un- | 
derstand because you don’t have 
children.” 

Clearly, he would not make it 
through the apocalypse; he was 
lucky he made it out of the theatre.

Donald to film her soulful 
musical documentary as 
she makes a life-changing 
pilgrimage to the birth¬ 
place of the blues. 

“Rather than me doing a 
concert for the inmates, 
which has been done, the 
idea was for me to do a con¬ 
cert with the inmates,” she 
said. “That was a moment 
of enlightenment.”

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French bank probe 
looks at Canadians 


O Ottawa has list based on information from bank whistleblower 
O Investigators looking into tax evasion using Swiss HSBC accounts 


The federal government 
has obtained a list of near¬ 
ly 1,800 offshore bank ac¬ 
counts belonging to 
Canadians that turned up 
during an international 
probe into possible tax 
evasion, CBC News and the 
Globe and Mail say. 

The accounts at HSBC 
Private Bank in Geneva are 
part of a larger list of 
about 80,000 accounts that 
a former bank IT security 
specialist passed on to 
French investigators, the 
joint CBC News/Globe and 
Mail investigation sug¬ 
gests. 

Herve Falciani, the 
whistleblower, claimed he 
was worried that criminals 
and tax cheats were using 
the bank to hide money 
and began copying private 
account information in 
2006 after his bosses re¬ 


fused to become more 
transparent about their 
banking practices. 

A spokeswoman for the 
Ministry of National Rev¬ 
enue says the Canada Rev¬ 
enue Agency has a list of 
individuals who may be 
exploiting offshore ac¬ 
counts, is assessing the 
names on a case-by-case 
basis and will take "aggres¬ 
sive action to recover mon¬ 
ey owed to Canadians.” 

HSBC, which has not 
been accused of any 
wrongdoing, says it “in no 
way condones tax evasion 
and is co-operating with 
authorities while protect¬ 
ing the rights of our 
clients to confidentiality." 

It is not clear exactly 
how much money Canadi¬ 
ans are holding in the HS¬ 
BC accounts, nor is it 
known how many individ-

They asked him to re 
turn the next day, but he 
never did. Instead, Falciani 
fled to France. 

The CRA tells CBC and 
the Globe it has been in 
touch with the French au¬ 
thorities but wouldn’t pro¬ 
vide details. 

There were 8,000 ac¬ 
counts on the list that be 
longed to French citizens, 
and only two accounts had 
been declared for tax pur¬ 
poses.

Ireland will have to pump 
12 billion euros (SI6 bil¬ 
lion US) more into the 
country’s crippled banking 
system, dealing more grief 
to shellshocked Irish tax¬ 
payers. 

Coupled with the down¬ 
grade of Spain’s bonds by a 
third ratings agency, the 
news Thursday from 
Dublin provided more evi¬ 
dence that Europe has not 


shed the debt troubles that 
shook the continent this 
spring as Greece teetered 
on the edge of bankruptcy. 

Irish government lead¬ 
ers described the total bill 
to fix their banks, about 45 
billion euros ($60 billion 
US), as “horrible” — but 
manageable.

tuck in traffic with 
a pressing need to 
urinate, a man gets 
out of his car and 
walks toward the 
low concrete wall, then 
jumps over it to get some 
privacy. No luck. His car 
wasn’t on the road — it 
was on a bridge. 

Sixty feet below, the 
man lost his life. But he 


won an honour: A Darwin 
Award. Given posthumous¬ 
ly (and humorously) to 
those who help humanity 
by removing themselves 
from the gene pool. 

The Darwin Awards 
come to mind when I 
think of Jean Charest and 
Quebec politicians. When I 
reflect on the incestuous 
relationship between 
politicians and 
construction companies, 
the political appointment 
of judges, the illegal 
financing of municipal par¬ 
ties, etc. And, of course, 
when looking at the cover 
of this week’s Maclean’s, 
calling Quebec “the most 
corrupt province in Cana¬ 
da.” 

Some say Charest, Que¬ 
bec’s premier, will never 
recover from these 
scandals. If so, his political 
death might help humani¬ 
ty — by enhancing not the 
politicians’ gene pool 
(quite a challenge) but, 
rather, the voters’. 

In particular, the shame¬ 
ful displays of crony capi¬ 
talism occurring eveiy day 
in La Belle Province 
illustrate the correlation 


between the size of govern¬ 
ment and corruption. 

Corruption occurs when 
politicians spend other 
people’s money. The more 
areas the state meddles in, 
the more numerous the 
opportunities for 
corruption. It’s a 
mathematical rule. When 
government distributes li¬ 
cences, contracts and 
grants, people have an in¬ 
centive to use bribes in or¬ 
der to obtain licences, 
contracts or grants. It’s 
true in Quebec and it’s true 
elsewhere in Canada. 

Studies by the OECD, 
the World Bank and 
numerous scholars have 
clearly documented this re¬ 
lationship. It seems 
obvious, yet we ignore it. 

I give the 2010 Darwin 
Award to the Quebec 
politicians whose careers 
will perish from these 
scandals. Their blatant dis¬ 
respect for taxpayers 
should help wake us up.

Some ancient penguins 
may have been twice as big 
as today’s Emperor 
penguin but they lacked 
the dashing tuxedo, or din¬ 
ner jacket. 

Researchers unearthed 
remains of a nearly five- 
foot-tall (1.5-metre) 
penguin that roamed what 
is now Peru about 36 mil¬ 
lion years ago, and also dis¬ 
covered fossilized feathers 
that show back then, the 
flightless bird was a more 
motley mix of reddish- 
brown and grey. 

Thursday’s report in the 
journal Science is more 
than a curiosity about 
colour. Analyzing the fossil 
led to a new discoveiy 
about modem penguins,

which in turn raises ques¬ 
tions about how their 
feathers evolved to help 
them become such expert 
swimmers. 

It’s one of the largest 
penguins that ever lived, 
estimated to have been 
twice as heavy as the aver¬ 
age Emperor penguin of to¬ 
day. The second species of 
giant penguin discovered 
in Pem is part of a cluster 


l 


of now-extinct penguin 
species that apparently 
ranged over much of the 
Southern Hemisphere. 

A stroke of luck helped 
paleontologists find the 
feathers. A student on the 
dig team discovered the 
fossil’s foot and noticed it 
had scales, evidence of soft 
tissue that’s rarely 
preserved.

When audiences first meet 
John Malkovich’s irascible 
French Canadian horse 
trainer Lucien Laurin in 
Secretariat, he’s failing 
miserably at golf and spit¬ 
ting French put-downs. It’s 
the latest in a line of de¬ 
lightfully aggressive turns 
from the veteran 
Malkovich, who also hits 
theatres this month with 
Red. Metro sat down with 
Malkovich at the Santa 
Anita racetrack to discuss 
choosing roles, directing 
theatre versus directing 
movies and how to look 
like a bad golfer on screen. 

How is your actual golf game? 

I never really played golf. 


My best friend growing up 
was always playing golf. I 
went out, I think, maybe 
once or twice and smacked 
it around a little bit. I never 
tried, you know? 

So you didn't have to try too 
hard to play poorly? 

Actually, (Secretariat’s di¬ 
rector) Randall (Wallace) 
kept saying the shots 
looked too good, so I fixed 
him up with some bad 
shots. I did one shot that 
was fantastic. I put out five 
balls on the tee and was 
able to hit one, which rico¬ 
cheted and did another ric¬ 
ochet and hit the 
cameraman. Spectacular 
shot. I was like, “Take 
that!” 

You’ve got an eclectic mix of 
roles this year, with Secretari¬ 
at, Jonah Hex and Red. How 


much do you plan ahead what 
types of roles you’ll take on? 

Honestly, I don’t over-wor¬ 
ry the notion of roles. I try 
to worry about can this 
film be good? Jonah Hex 
could have been good. It 
didn’t turn out to be at all, 
but it wasn’t gone into 
with any sort of cynicism. 
I’ve done films where the 
role is fantastic, like Color 
Me Kubrick, but if the film 
is not a really good film, it 
doesn’t matter. You may as 
well have not done it. 

Do you have any more direct¬ 
ing projects in mind? 

The next thing I direct will 
be a new translation and 
adaptation of Dangerous 
Liaisons, of Les Liaisons 
Dangereuses, in Paris. I 
still direct a lot for the 
stage. I love directing 
movies, but I don’t want to 



goof around eight years to 
get it made, you know? If I 
want to do a play, I just do 
it, and it’s done. It’s a 
waste of time to spend 
years trying to get some¬ 
thing on that should be 
perfectly simple to get on. 
But that’s movies, and I get 
all that aggro as a produc¬ 
er. You get your kicking 
producing. I don’t need it 
directing also. If some¬ 
thing comes along and I 
feel like it, great. 

How long did it take to get 
your directorial debut, The 
Dancer Upstairs, made? 

Eight years. Eight years of 


nonsense. I like the film 
very much, but even if it 
would’ve come out really 
badly, it’s $4 million. It’s 
not $500 million. And it’s 
going to make more than 
$4 million, and it will be 
around. If it took eight 
years to make a horse race, 
they wouldn’t be much 
fun to do. I’d never say I 
love directing plays more 
than I like directing 
movies. But it’s everything 
before the movie actually 
happens and then often af¬ 
terward that you just 
think, “Oh, come on. I’m 
not 5 years old. I don’t 
have time for this.”

Yeah, they say it’s veiy 
good. 

Have you heard it? 

Not really. He kind of did 
a little for me. But I just 
saw him two nights ago 
and hopefully — I don’t 
know if we’re going to 
have dinner this week 
while I’m here, but 
maybe when I come back. 
I’m very, very fond of 
Josh. But yeah, I hear that 
he does a very good im¬ 
pression. I’ve heard a 
few, but I haven’t heard 
Josh’s.

Directed 
by Erik Skjoldbjaerg, the 
original’s story of a 
disgraced Swedish detec¬ 
tive, played by Stellan 
Skarsgard, who struggles 
to solve a brutal murder 
case in northern Norway 
is a gritty psychological 
drama which writer Peter 
Cowie said “represents 


European cinema at its 
most challenging.” The 
U.S. remake, starring A1 
Pacino, Robin Williams 
and Hilary Swank is a 
much different film. 
Roger Ebert said, “unlike 
most remakes, the Nolan 
Insomnia is not a pale re¬ 
tread, but a re-examina- 
tion of the material, like 
a new production of a 


good play.” 

These U.S. remakes 
have always been with us, 
and regardless of how Let 
Me In fares at the box of¬ 
fice, are unlikely to stop. 
For better or for worse 
plans are already 
underway for an English 
remake of The Girl with 
the Dragon Tattoo 
starring Daniel Craig.

Revealing more 
would be unfair, but the dig¬ 
ital documentaiy caused a 
stir at Sundance and the ob¬ 
vious joke is that it could do 
for Faceboolc what Psycho 
did for showers. 

Schulman and Joost 
filmed eveiy moment of 
the online affair hoping 


that they’d make “a short 
film about a little friend¬ 
ship that started online be¬ 
tween a painter and a 
photographer.” They ended 
up with something far 


more complex and disturb¬ 
ing, but admirably contin¬ 
ued chronicling eveiy 
moment from Nev’s first 
awkward phone call with 
his mysterious online ad¬ 


mirer on. Joost admitted to 
only missing, “a great fight 
that Ariel and Nev had af¬ 
terwards that I sort of wish 
I’d filmed, but it’s probably 
better that I didn’t because 
someone would have bro¬ 
ken my wrist.” 

The close friendship be¬ 
tween Ariel, Hemy, and 
Nev managed to survive 
the ordeal of shooting and 
now they have possibly the 
first cautionary tale of the 
Faceboolc age. The film’s 
“star” Nev has found that 
audiences “are immediate¬ 
ly familiar with me after 
seeing the movie and come 


up and say, “oh my god 
Nev, I’ve got to tell you 
something.’” 

As a result the filmmak¬ 
ers have been inundated 
with similar tales of online 
deception. “These stories 
are happening all over the 
place, but they’re just not 
getting caught on film,” 
said Ariel. 

As to what the team 
have planned next now 
that they’ve broken into 
the world of professional 
filmmaking, Ariel joked, 
“We’ll probably just film 
Nev eveiy one in a while 
and hope for the best.”

British makeover 


O 26 episodes of Law & Order: UK 
made available to U.S. audience 


Where scripted shows on 
U.S. networks are con¬ 
cerned, viewers know it's 
all about them. 

They know certain 
shows have been imported 
for them and specially tai¬ 
lored for U.S. tastes. 

British comedies 

spawned All in the Family 
and Sanford and Son in the 
early 1970s. More recently, 
the series Ugly Betty was 
adapted from a Colombian 
telenovela. 

And NBC's The Office 
was a domestic reimagin¬ 
ing of the British original. 

Meanwhile, it's no sur¬ 
prise that American series 
are sold around the world, 
dubbed or subtitled for 
each local audience. 

U.S. viewers can get a 
dandy look at such a for¬ 
eign transplant thanks to 
cable's BBC America, 
which is bringing 26 
episodes of Law & Order: 
UK back to the land where 
the Law & Order TV em¬ 
pire was born. 

Premiering Sunday at 
10:30 p.m. EDT, with sub¬ 
sequent episodes airing 
Fridays at 9 p.m. EDT, Law 
& Order: UK is unmistak¬ 
ably kin to the L&O family. 

While the classic Mike 
Post licks have been 
swapped out for a different 
theme, each episode be¬ 


gins with the sonorously 
voiced, “In the criminal 
justice system ...” rap. 
(Though here, it's the 
crown prosecutors who 
prosecute offenders). 

And - never fear - loca¬ 
tion cards remain part of 
the format, along with the 
accompanying cha-CHUNG 
sound effect. 

Each episode has been 
adapted from the original 
series, seen on NBC from 
1990 through last season. 

The first L&O: UK hour 
is based on the script for 
Cradle to Grave where a 
baby is found dead, possi¬ 
bly the victim of tenant ha¬ 
rassment. It first aired on 
Law & Order in 1992. 

In Britain (along with 
dozens of other countries) 
the imported Law & Order 
already had been airing 
when Law & Order: UK pre¬ 
miered last year on the ITV 
network. 

That show has since 
proved a big success, aver¬ 
aging about a one-quarter 
share of the viewing audi¬ 
ence. 

“After Law & Order was 
broadcast there, we made 
an English version and it 
turned into a hit, and, lo 
and behold, it's coming 
back to the U.S.,” said Law

What exactly does a “warm¬ 
up host” do? 

It’s a pretty big ordeal. I’m 
the first one on stage and 
the last one to go. 

My job is to pump up 
the crowd, make everyone 
feel welcome and as if 
they’re really part of the 
show. There are so many 
kids who come to the 
show who aren’t of age to 
actually audition. 

But this is great chance 
for them to actually dance 
on the stage of the show. 
So I’ll just ask the audi¬ 
ence, “So who here thinks 
that they can dance?” 

There are all these 13- 
year-old girls who will 
come up and are so shy. 
Then the second the music 


comes on, they’re incredi¬ 
ble dancers and just the 
fiercest beings. 

That’s what my job en¬ 
tails - finding people in the 
audience who can help lift 
the spirits of everyone 
who is there. 

How do you choose who you 
invite onto the stage?

Sometimes they can 
be enthusiastic, but then 
sometimes it can be a shy 
little person standing in 
the front of our mosh-pit 
area and I look at them 
and I’m like, “I feel there’s 
something inside of you.” 

Do these sorts of things hap¬ 
pen throughout the taping?

Part of my job is also to 
inform the audience 
what’s happening so they 
don’t feel completely in 
the lurch.

In 1997, 35,329 women 
without cancer were 
enrolled in a Swedish 
study. They filled out a 
questionnaire that includ¬ 
ed information about 
whether or not they took 
multivitamins. 

During almost 10 years 
of follow-up, 974 women 
developed breast cancer. 

It turned out that multi¬ 
vitamin use was associated 
with a statistically signifi¬ 
cant increased risk of 
breast cancer. 

“The thing about multi¬ 
vitamins is that women 
use them as a substitute 
for eating well,” says Dr. 
Janice Wright. “I would 
rather you eat veggies,” 
she says. © celia milne 

Thumbs up 
to fish oil: 
U.S. study 

A similar study of 35,016 
women conducted in 
Washington state found 
that women who take fish 
oil supplements have a 
lower risk of developing 
the most common type of 
breast cancer. 

All participants were 
aged 50 to 76 and were 
healthy at the start of the 
study. They filled out ques¬ 
tionnaires about their use 
of supplements. 

After six years of follow¬ 
up, 880 women developed 
breast cancer. The risk of 
developing breast cancer 
turned out to be 32 per 
cent lower in women tak¬ 
ing fish oil. 

Omega-3 fatty acids 
DHA and EPA are known 
to reduce inflammation, 
and there is increasing evi¬ 
dence that cancer is relat¬ 
ed to inflammation. 

Authors suggest that 
the best way to consume 
omega-3 fatty acids is by 
eating fish, rather than 
through supplements.

New breast cancer 
breakthroughs

be more powerful for recovery than chemo, radiation: Research shows

“There’s a revolution in 
cancer care,” says Dr. Jan¬ 
ice Wright, director of clin¬ 
ical services at Vancouver’s 
InspireHealth — a cancer 
care centre that integrates 
research-based natural ap¬ 
proaches with convention¬ 
al cancer treatment such 
as chemo and radiation. 

Evidence shows that a 
healthy lifestyle is a pow¬ 
erful force in a positive 


breast cancer recoveiy. 

Wright explains that 
most people think all the 
cells inside a tumour are 
tumour cells, yet new re¬ 
search reveals that up to 
50 per cent of cells inside 
breast tumours are normal 
immune cells. These cells, 
called macrophages, either 
help the tumour grow or 
help the body fight cancer. 

“We want do to eveiy- 
thing we can to turn those 
macrophages on in a 
healthy way,” she says. 


It is possible by our own 
behaviour to help move 
these cells into an anti-can¬ 
cer role by following basic 
health behaviour: Eating a 
diet high in omega-3s and 
low in bad fats and refined 
sugar; exercising regular¬ 
ly; reducing stress; cutting 
down on caffeine; cooking 
with turmeric; drinking 
green tea once a day; and 
limiting alcohol intake. 

Therapies such as exer¬ 
cise, yoga, proper diet and 
group discussion used to 


be considered complemen- 
taiy. “Now we’re seeing pa¬ 
tients living longer [as a 
result],” says Wright. 

New research shows 
that the environment in 
which cancer cells grow 
has a greater impact on 
outcome or prognosis than 
chemotherapy or cancer 
cells themselves. 

“The message is, there 
are many things you can 
do to support your im¬ 
mune system,” says 
Wright.

Decoding the breast cancer genome 


In 2009, doctors at the Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia 
accomplished an amazing 
feat: They decoded all of 
the three-billion letters in 
the DNA sequence of a 
breast cancer tumour. 

This research helps to 
unlock the secrets of how 
breast cancer grows and 
spreads. It was considered 
a landmark study, and was 
published in the presti¬ 
gious international jour¬ 
nal, Nature. 

Dr. Samuel Aparicio and 


his team, using state-of- 
the-art technology, studied 
one patient’s lobular 
metastatic breast cancer 
tumour over nine years. 

They found 32 muta¬ 
tions in the metastatic tu¬ 
mour and then looked to 
see which ones were pres¬ 
ent in the original tumour. 

Only five of the 32 were 
present in all the cells of 
the original tumour, so 
these five have been pin¬ 
pointed as culprits in start¬ 
ing the cancer in the first 



place — something never 
been done before. 

This and other break¬ 
throughs herald the era of 
customized treatments. In¬ 
stead of treating all breast 
cancer tumours in the 
same way, doctors are now 
using treatments that cur¬ 
tail the action of enzymes 
that help an exact type of 
cancer to grow. Already, 
two customized therapies 
are available: Tamoxifen 
and Herceptin, with more 
in the pipeline, ©metro

Dense breasts 
= higher risk 

STUDY. A 2007 Harvard 
University study points 
out several factors that 
put women at higher risk 
for breast cancer. 

For instance, the risk 
of developing breast can¬ 
cer after menopause is 
400 per cent higher in 


women who have dense 
breast tissue, compared 
to women whose breast 
tissue is not dense. 

While it’s important 
for all women over 50 to 
have their breasts 
checked regularly, those 
with dense breasts 
should be watched veiy 
carefully. 

Factors that may pro¬ 
tect against breast cancer 
include having more 
pregnancies and breast 
feeding for longer

Do you feel that your cancer is 
part of the past, or does it still 
affect you? It doesn’t affect 
me physically anymore, 
but it affects the way I live 
my whole life today. The 
choices I make, the food I 
eat — everything is influ¬ 
enced by my breast cancer. 

Did you ever worry that it 
would be the end of your ca¬ 
reer? No. I had already 
been through coming out 
as gay, and it didn’t ruin 
my career. I just felt that I 
should keep doing my 
thing. 

On the positive side, has 
breast cancer given you any 
creative impulses? 

Everything I’ve ever done 
since being diagnosed 
with breast cancer has 
been influenced by it! You 
face the fear of your own 
mortality. When I was di¬ 
agnosed, I started thinking 
more spiritually and emo¬ 
tionally, both in my 
personal life and as an 
artist. Having breast 
cancer has taught me not 
to be afraid of anything. 

Women with breast cancer of¬ 
ten get depressed about los¬ 
ing their hair, but you 
famously performed bald 
while undergoing chemother¬ 
apy. What made you do it? 
When I got the call saying 
I’d be performing at the 
Grammys, I thought to 
myself ‘wait a minute, I’m 
bald!’ I called some 
friends, and they all 
encouraged me to do it. I 
had thought it would feel 
a bit strange, but it didn’t. 

You've said you used and still 
use medical marijuana. How 
does it help you? The first 
step after you’re diagnosed 
is that the doctors give you 
steroids, but that makes 
you constipated, so they 
give you another drug for 
that, but that drug has 
side effects, too. In the 
end, you’re on five-six 
drugs and still feel miser¬ 
able. I thought, there’s

this plant that gives no 
side effects except making 
you hungiy, which is good. 
It makes you happy, too. 
Medical marijuana made a 
huge difference for me. I 
still use it for stress. Stress 
gives me heartburn and 
acid in my throat, which- 
means I couldn’t perform 
unless I used medical 
marijuana. 

What don't men understand 
about breast cancer? How it 

affects your self-image and 
the fears about how the 
disease will affect you as a 
woman. I’ve never been 
romantically involved 
with a man, but I must say 
the men around me were 
very understanding. 

Did you tell your kids you had 
cancer? Yes, I was able to 
tell them about eveiy step, 
including the operations 
and the chemotherapy. My 
experience is that if you 
tell children the facts 
without fear they deal veiy 
well with it.

“The worst part is 
losing your hair.” 

“My mother and sister got 
cancer at 42, so I made 
sure to go for regular mam¬ 
mograms. Sure enough, 
when I was 42 the doctors 
discovered a lump in my 
breast. 

I told the doctors they 
could take my breasts if 
they needed to, but in the 
end they only needed to re¬ 
move the lumps. Still, I 
needed surgeiy, 

chemotherapy and radia¬ 
tion. Inevitably, I lost my 
hair. 

When you’re diagnosed 
with breast cancer, you go 
through a depression, but 
the worst part was losing 
my hair. 

When I looked at my¬ 
self in the mirror, I looked 
sick. I used to have really 
long hair, past my butt. 
When I lost it, I tried to 
wear a wig, but it was so 
itchy that I stopped. 

If you go for regular 
mammograms you can de¬ 
tect the cancer early and 
have veiy good chances of 
recovering. Listen to all the 
options the doctors give 
you, but don’t be scared. 

The only thing you 
should be scared of is not 
having a mammogram.”

“My husband 
found a lump.” 

“One day last year, my 
husband and I were watch¬ 
ing TV and saw a news 
program about self-exami¬ 
nations. My husband 
asked if he could do one 
on me, which I thought 
was amusing, especially 
since I was only 29. But he 
did, and he found a lump. 

I had a bilateral mastec¬ 
tomy. It was an incredibly 


difficult decision because I 
liked my breasts and didn’t 
want to let them go. Before 
the operation, I arranged 
for a professional photog¬ 
rapher to come and take 
photos of me so I’d be able 
to remember what I looked 
like before the cancer. I’m 
proud of myself that I had 
the courage to do that. 

I thought having breast 
cancer would be easier 


than it turned out. The 
physical part was about 
what I expected, but the 
psychological part was 
harder. 

People expect you to be¬ 
have a certain way. Some 
expected me to cry all the 
time, while others thought 
I was too sad. My husband 
was incredibly supportive, 
but we had our struggles. 

Fortunately he agreed to 


go to therapy with me. To¬ 
day, the tumour is gone 
and doctors tell me it only 
has a small chance of re¬ 
turning. I feel like a sur¬ 
vivor.”

“One day while taking a 
shower, I felt something 


in my breast that wasn’t 
supposed to be there. 
When I went to the doc¬ 
tor, he told me I had can¬ 
cer. In a way, it was a 
relief that the knot was 
something — it wasn’t 
just me being crazy. 

I had chemotherapy, ra¬ 
diation and breast-reduc¬ 
tion surgeiy. The doctors 
had to remove the tumour 
in my right breast, but 


they had to reduce my left 
breast, too, so it wouldn’t 
look strange. I went from 
being a DD-cup to being a 
B-cup. I’m happy to be 
alive, but I do mourn the 
loss of my breasts. It’s my 
skin and tissue, but this is¬ 
n’t the way God made 
them. 

My surgeiy was in No¬ 
vember last year. People 
sobbed as if I’d died. I think 
it made them think about 
their own mortality. My 
husband kept telling me 
‘We’re in this together. I 
won’t leave you.’ Many 
breast cancer patients wor- 
xy about their husbands 
leaving them. Having 
breast cancer has changed 
my world. I’ve learned 
just to look two to three 
days ahead. And I’ve 
learned not to worry 
about things I can’t 
change. These days I don’t 
get angry when I’m stuck 
in traffic.”

“You’re not alone.” 

“I found a lump and went 
to the doctor. The doctor 
told me it was probably 
cancer, but I delayed get¬ 
ting a biopsy. This was 
five years ago. I was only 
25 and it didn’t make 
sense to me that I’d have 
cancer. Then I discovered 
another lump. I had 
chemotherapy, and the 
doctors advised me to 
have both of my breasts 
removed. 

That was a really, really, 
really hard decision for me. 
For the first year I wasn’t 
too upset, but when I start¬ 
ed dating again it became 
much harder. Fortunately, 
when I met my boyfriend, 
who’s now my fiance, he 
said ‘Ah, it’s not a big deal.’ 
Having lost my breasts stih 
affects me, but now I’ve ac¬ 
cepted that it’s part of who I

The other 29 NHL 
teams have until noon ET 
on Friday to put in a 
claim for either player. 

If that doesn’t happen, 
the Oilers have the option 
to send the veterans to 
AHL Oklahoma City. 

They could also subject 
them to re-entry waivers, 
where any team putting 
in a claim would only be 
on the hook for half of 
the salary — with 
Edmonton paying the 
rest. 

That might be the most 
logical option for Souray, 
who has two years 
remaining on his contract 
at $5.4 million US each.

Alberto Contador blamed it 
all on a bad piece of filet 
mignon, and promised he 
would prevail in the end. 

The three-time Tour de 
France winner said contam¬ 
inated meat caused his posi¬ 
tive doping test for a “very 
small concentration” of the 
banned substance clen- 
buterol. It was found in his 
urine sample on July 21 at 
the Tour, according to the 
International Cycling 
Union, the sport’s govern¬ 
ing body. 

“The idea of anyone 
questioning my Tour victo¬ 
ry does not worry me,” the 
Spanish cyclist said. “I am 


not going to let something 
like this destroy everything 
I have done.” 

He was provisionally sus¬ 
pended after a World Anti- 
Doping Agency lab in 
Germany determined both 
A and B samples were posi¬ 
tive. 

The UCI said the amount 
of clenbuterol in Conta¬ 
dor’s sample was “400 
time(s) less than what the 
antidoping laboratories ac¬ 
credited by WADA must be 
able to detect.” 

Speaking at a news con¬ 
ference in his hometown 
near Madrid, Contador said, 
“I think this is going to be 


resolved in a clear way. 
With the truth behind you, 
you can speak loud and 
clear, and I am confident 
justice will prevail.” 

Contador said the beef 
was brought across the bor¬ 
der from Spain to France by 
a Spanish cycling organizer, 
Jose Luis Lopez Cerron, dur¬ 
ing a Tour rest day and at 
the request of the team’s 
chef. Cerron said earlier 
Thursday on Spanish radio 
that he was a friend of the 
chef, who had complained 
of poor quality meat at the 
hotel where the team was 
staying. 

Cerron said he bought 


filet mignon for the team in 
the Spanish border town of 
Irun on his way to Pau, 
France. 

Clenbuterol is some¬ 
times given to cows, pigs 
and other animals to in¬ 
crease their growth rate. 

Contador said he and 
four other Astana team¬ 
mates ate the beef on July 
20 and that he was the only 
one who underwent a dop¬ 
ing test on July 21. He ate 
more of the meat that day, 
explaining that although it 
wasn’t normal to eat steak 
a day before racing, it was 
too good to waste.
